The Australian Premier, Mr. Lang, added to the 
wonders of the world when he officially opened the 
£9,000,000 harbour bridge, thus culminating seven 
yearsof labour. Sydney proper is now connected by 

the harbour with the vast suburban area of North 
Sydney. 

The bridge which is an intricate mass of over 
50,000. tons of steel, stretchirfg 1,650 feet was built 
by Mr. Dorman Long, and was such a triumph for 
British engineering skill that when the two ends 
met in-1930 it was less than an inch out according to

Australians and 
visitors from overseas witnessed the openinjg cere- 
mony; trumpets blared; guns crashed; aeroplanes 
swooped over the world’s loveliest harbour; and pro- 
cession ships, representative of all nations, passed) 
under the great archi . 


The Governor, .Sir Philip ¢ Game “delivered the} ; 


opening address and read out a message from His 
Majesty the King, while on the north end of the 
bridge, the Mayor of pais Sydney cut the ribbon 
with the scissors used at the recent opening of. the 
Killvankull Bridge, New York, which were present- 
ed by the Mayor of New York as a gesture of good- 


will.

Just before Mr. Lang severed the ribbon open- 
ing the bridge a mounted police officer dashed for- 
ward and severed the ribbon with his sword. Fellow 
police officers immediately dragged him from his 
horse.

Shipping Revival. 

In spite of the sevére depression 
from which their industry still 
suffers, many shipbuilders are con- 
fidently predicting a big revival of 
business in the near future. 

The first-result of an improve- 


ment in world trade, it is true, would | 


be the reinstatement in service of 
merchant ships now laid up, and a 
demand for new tonnage would not}. 
‘be forthcoming immediately. But 
since a great many of the laid-up 
shipa fall short of the modern stan- 
dard of speed and economy in opera- 
tion, shipowners would seize the 


first opportunity of replacing their; 


obsolete tonnage, and it is here that 
the shipyards would benefit. 
According to one authority, 15,000 
British and foreign ships of 80,000,- 
000 tons are ‘approaching obso- 
lescence, the majority of which 
must be replaced sooner . or later. 
Among the first batch of orders 
which British ‘builders’ hope to 
secure, high-class cargo ateamera 
and motorships of speeds well above

Facing Real Issues, ' 

But are we to admit that no solu- 
tion ‘of the problem of land arma- 
ments is possible? Must armies re- 
main a menace to neighbouring 
countries? As preliminary to an 
anawer, let us face the real issues 
‘which divide France and Germany 
on the question of Jand disarma- 
ment. 

France claims, and feels, that the 
present scale of her army is neces- 
sary to assure her against a fresh 
invasion. Germany has a grow- 
ing sense of insecurity in face of 
the “unlimited” armies of her 
neighbours, and a bitter sense of in- 
equality, 

It appears to me that there is a 
solution—and a simple one—to the 
essential problem of land disarma- 

ment. ° 

This Problem is to make armies 
non-aggressive, to render thém: in- 
capable of taking the offensive and 
of invading a neighbour's country 
with any prospect of success. If 
we can do this, armies become, 
in fact os well as in 
name, a means of ‘defence—a.
